Applicant is therefor directed to cancel ALL pending claims and resubmit a new set of claims starting after the last canceled claim. 
Furthermore, each independent claim should be grouped sequentially with all its dependent claims. 

The indicated allowability of claims will be withdrawn in light of newly discovered art. Applicant is advised to consider filing a 
continuing application- the current file wrapper is HUGE, confusing, and unwieldy. A continuing application would then contain 
merely the abbreviated disclosure.
